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Remarks 

This Election of Species is responsive to the Office Action mailed June 23, 2003. 
Claims 1-3, 1 1-26, and 34-48 are pending in this application. The Office Action states the 
following: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Species I. A non-crystalline oxide represented by the formula (I) 
AlB04) x (M n O m )i_ x , appearing to correspond to 

claims 1-3 and 1 1-23; and 

Species II. A non-crystalline oxide represented by the formula (II) 
(Al203)j(M n O m )i 0 appearing to correspond to claims 

24-26 and 34-48. 

Office Action, page 2, first paragraph. The Office Action further requires Applicants 
to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 

Applicants elect Species II, a non-crystalline oxide represented by the formula (II) 
(Al 2 03)j(M n O m )k- Claims 24-26 and 34-48 read on the elected species. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, Applicants will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. 

Applicants submit that this application is now in condition for substantive 
examination, which action is respectfully requested. The Examiner is also encouraged to 
contact the undersigned directly if such contact will expedite the examination and allowance 
of the pending claims.
